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Sunday Menu Meatless For Many

Sunday dinner meant things like macaroni, tuna 


fish or maybe vegetable casseroles for thousands of 
American families who joined the start of a week- 
long meat boycott aimed at cutting rising food 
prices. 


The boycott went on despite newly imposed 


price ceilings on beef, pork and lamb. Many con- 
sumers said President Nixon's action to limit the 
cost of these items didn't come soon enough to 
help 


"Nixon is too little, too late," said Charles 


Weaver of San Antonio, Tex., a senior systems 
engineer for a computer company 


Mrs. Weaver, who said she spends about $35 a 


week on food for herself, her husband and their 
two young daughters, said she has been cutting 
down on meat for some time and would participate 
in the April 1-7 boycott launched by a variety of 
consumer groups 


"We're using a lot of fish," she said. "We 


dropped coffee when it went up and we can do 
without beef " 


Saturday dinner was tuna burgers for the 


Weavers; Sunday was tuna tacos. In addition, Mrs. 
Weaver said, she's making such main courses as 
eggplant casseroles, cheese dishes and eggs. She 
said she saves about $1 a meal by cutting out meat. 


Faye Giordano of Brooklyn, N.Y., said Sunday's 


dinner for her and her husband, a traffic manager 
for a trucking company, was macaroni instead of 
roast beef. She said that during the week, "We'll 
have soups and omelets, macaroni, ravioli. We'll go 
'back to the Italian way." Mrs. Giordano said her 
normal food budget is between $50 and $60 a week. 


The boycott emphasis was on beef and other 


high-priced meats. Many families turned to chicken 
and other low-priced poultry items. 


Some consumers said they wouldn't actually buy 


any meat this week, but would use some they hati 
bought in advance, on sale, and stored in the 
freezer. 


Ruth Francis of Philalphia said*, '"Most of the 


meat (for this week) will come from my freezer. I 
don't plan to go out and buy any meat. One of our 
meals will be ground meat and sometime during 


the week I'll serve creamed chicken and one night I 
plan a tuna casserole ... Saturday we usually have 
pizzas." 


Mrs. Francis, whose husband George earns $11,- 


000 a year as a production manager for Lutheran 
Publications, said she used to try to keep the 
monthly food budget for a family of six — including 
four boys, aged 11 to 21 — to $150. "Now," she 
said, "it is almost $200 a month." 


Two meat dealers in Reno, Nev , reported that a 


lot of their customers who planned to join the 
buying boycott had stocked up ahead of time 


Charles Bradley, the meat manager at the 


California Avenue Market, said sales last week 
were "heavier than usual." Kenneth Bell of the 
meat department at Les' Meat Block, said "quite a 
few" of his customers planned to participate in the 
boycott, but "some of them are buying up ahead of 
time." He said he had cut down his orders for the 
current week "just in case." 


Emily Dillon of Albany, N. Y., said she would use 


meat she had in her freezer, but would not buy any 
more because of sympathy with the boycott She 


said her two daughters were married and noted 
that she had only her husband and herself to cook 
for, but added: • 


"I've been in the stores and if I were feeding a 


family, I don't know what I'd do. I'd hide rather 
than face the family with what I could probably af- 
ford to give them." 


The price ceiling took effect Thursday, enforce- 


ment by the Internal Revenue Service begins on 
Monday: and retailers must post ceiling prices by 
April 9 It involves only processors, wholesalers 
and retailers, and does not aflect the farmer or 
cattleman. 


The National Farmers Organization, however, 


has opposed both the ceiling and the boycott. NFO 
members withheld livestock from market for 
several days last week to counter temporarily 
declining prices. 


NFO President Oren Lee Staley said a series of 


farmers' meetings had been called this week to 
"maintain a vigilant alertto any future tampering 
with the markets." 


Dolly Cole, wife of the president ot General 


Motors, was sympathetic to the farmers' com- 
plaints. "I'm not going to boycott meat. ' she viid. 
"because I figure evervone has to make a living 
Meat is not the only thing in the countn, that has 
gone up So has labor The farmer has his cross to 
bear also "

Schmit Feels His Bills 
Will Cut Drug Traffic

A quietly determined 43-year- 


old farmer who gets up at 3 30 
a m is batting four for four in 
this legislative session s con- 
tinuing veto duel with Gov J 
James Exon 


Four times the governor has 


struck down drug control bills 
coaxed through the Unicameral 
b\ Sen. Loran Schmit. 


And four times Schmit has 


gathered the 30 votes required to 
override Exon s wishes 


'Because of those bills " 


Schmit believes "there will be 
less traffic in drugs next year 
than would have been the case 
without them 


The bills provide the State 


Patrol with 10 additional drug 
investigators, 
three legal 


counsels and a new supply of 
cash to make undercover drug 
'purchases, all at a cost of about 
$327,000. 


Knowing the governor s aver- 


sion to having someone tap the 
t i l l . ' Schmit noted in a 
Statehouse interview "I looked 
tor a method to raise a generous 
amount of new money to pay for 
the costs " 


Schmit settled on a proposal to 


raise the pan-mutuel horse race 
betting tax rate an additional 
percent and rode that bill across 
the legislative finish line 


It will raise $120.000 this fiscal 


\ear and another $911,000 tor the 
coming \ear, the Bellwood 
farmer noted, easih paying the 
costs ol his drug bills with plenty

His concern with drugs is per- 


sonal as well as legislative. 
Sc-hmit admits He has 10 
children, three of them in 
college 


"It is very obvious to me that 


kids can obtain drugs very 
easilv." he said. 


"There is an element of peo- 


ple who say drugs are not 
dangerous. 
But they are 


dangerous in the same way that 
a gun is dangerous and a knife is 
dangerous and speed on the 
highway is dangerous." 


Thev lead to broken families 


and. Schmit said, contribute to 
social problems such, as crime, 
welfare costs and public medical 
and rehabilitation expenditures. 


His pending proposal to stiffen 


drug pentahties will attempt to 
"differentiate between the per- 


son who sells a marijuana 
cigarette to a friend and those 
who try to make a business out 
of it." he said 


Schmit said he also dis- 


tinguishes between marijuana 
and hard drugs. 


"I've gone back and forth 


about marijuana." he noted. "I 
don't want to chase kids around 
over a marijuana cigarette. 


"Some kids are going to puff a 


marijuana cigarette once or 
twice to try it out and may never 
do it again. 


"My concern is that it can lead 


to other things. There are plenty 
of cases where kids went on to 
other drugs " 


What Schmit wants to control, 


he said, is "the people who are 
pushing heroin and cocaine and 
other hard drugs. They are sub- 
human." 


Although he "grew up around 


it." Schmit says he has never 
tried marijuana himself "I've 
sprayed acres of it though." 


Schmit is a commercial 


helicopter pilot who sprays 
fields and crops for hire 


"During the summer season 


when I'm in the air. it doesn't 
take more than 15 minutes 
before that helicopter flushes 
out someone harvesting 
marijuana." Schmit said 


Thus, another 
Schmit bill: 


providing the Patrol with a 
helicopter for drug surveillance. 


"I think we have the support 


of the people to spend whatever 
is necessary to get at drugs." he 
said 


Although his bills did not have 


the support of the governor or 
the official blessing of the 
Patrol. Schmit said, 
"the 


troopers were supporting me."

Twisters Belt Georgia, South Carolina

Tornadoes killed at least eight persons in South 


Carolina and Georgia over the weekend, while a 
twister tore apart a shopping center and injured 
several dozen persons near Washington. D.C.. on 
Sunday. 


The National Weather Service reported 


flooding in widespread areas of the nation, in- 
cluding "a serious flood situation" after heavy 
rains in Missouri and Illinois 


The tornadoes in South Carolina and Georgia 


Saturday left hundreds injured and uprooted a 
motel, tossing it across a highway. 


On Sunday afternoon, tornado-type winds and 


heavy rams swept across Northern Virginia, 
causing more than 30 injuries and inflicting heavy 
property damage. 


"We do have injuries; we do have damage," 


said an officer in the Fairfax County Police Depart- 
ment after a tornado passed through the county 
just a few miles west of Washington. D.C 


One person. Robert Hoffman, 24. of 


Washington, was in critical condition with a back 
injury 


The heaviest tornado damage came Saturday 


night in Abbeville and Calhoun Falls, S C., where 
six died. The Calhoun Falls Motel was thrown 
across a highway, killing two men. 


"It looks like some strong person picked it up 


and threw it across the road and splintered it up." 
said Ray Monroe, a Calhoun Falls resident. 


Georgia Gov Jimmy Carter said the tornadoes, 


which struck Saturday night and early Sunday, 
caused damage estimated at $50 million to $100 
million He said an estimated 5,000 persons were 
left homeless in the state and 250 were injured 
Some 1.000 homes were damaged, he said. 


Carter surveyed the stricken area from a 


helicopter Sunday and said he planned to seek 
emergency federal assistance He said the storrn 
was the worst natural disaster the state has suf- 
fered in terms of financial loss 


Traffic Violations Decrease For DIS Participants

The n u m b e r ot 
t r a f f i c 


violations for those who have 
been directed to attend Driver 
Improvement School (DIS) since 
the program began nearlv five 
\ears ago has dropped 80' / ac- 
cording to figures 


Municipal Court Chiet Proba- 


tion Officer Robert Keller said 
that the average number ot 
violations per person attending 
DIS is 3.9 with an average of 
about two violations per year 
since most of those directed to 
attend the school are young 
drivers who have been driving 
only about two to three years. 


Keller said that follow-up 


studies show that the average 
number of violations per year 
has dropped to one-third a viola- 
tion for those individuals who 
have taken the four-week course 


The school requires that the 


individuals attend a two-hour 
session one evening a week for 
four consecutive weeks, accor- 
ding to Henry Cox. who has been 
in charge of sessions for about a 
year and a half 


'Trust and confidence" are 


the keys. Cox says, noting that 
everyone makes mistakes 


However, these young people 


between 18 and 24 who are most 
frequently directed by the court 
to attend DIS need to know

"why and how" these mistakes 
happen and the consequences of 
having these mistakes on one's 
driving record, Cox points out. 


He said that by having the 


judges, probation officers and 
law enforcement officers in- 
cluded in these sessions, the 
class participants have the op- 
portunity to see as people those 
individuals who may have been 
involved with their court 
appearances and subsequent 
attendance at the school 


The young people are given an 


opportunity to ask questions and 
discuss matters they may feel 
are unjust or unfair, Cox 
explains, and "rap sessions" or 
"hassle groups" are held on the 
last two meetings 


"We try to show them that 


there are rules, regulations and 
people who care and people who 
are willing to help," Cox said, 
noting that the major problem is 
a general misunderstanding of 
the system. 


Through the "rap sessions" 


and establishing a trust and con- 
fidence with these young people, 
"most of the kids leave with a 
good attitude," he added 


Keller said that the program, 


which has been financed by 
Federal Highway Safety Funds 
since its inception and which has 
gained national recognition, is a

program ot attitudes. 


He said that figures compiled 


by Municipal Judge Thomas 
McManus reveal that 68'/f of the 
traffic offenders in Lincoln 
Municipal Court are 25 years of 
age or younger. 


For this reason, Keller notes, 


the DIS program has concen- 
trated on the young driver with 
the hope that attitudes about 
driving and the consequences ot 
violations may be improved. 


For the first four years of the 


program ending June 30, 1972, a 
total of 970 persons completed 
DIS and it is estimated that an 
additional 500 will complete the 
program this year based on 
current figures 


In addition to a judge, proba- 


tion officer and police officers 
who participate in the sessions, a 
driver education instructor, an 
officer from the State Patrol and 
possibly an insurance represen- 
tative or official from the State 
Motor Vehicle Dept are used as 
resource persons for the classes. 


Keller said they try to keep the 


classes at 30 persons with a 
maximum of 40 persons. 


Prior to 1969 a person could be 


directed to attend DIS only as a

Vietnamese and English on the 
Boeing 707. set the tone for the 
two days of talks in Nixon's of- 
fice at the Western White House, 
and at his home, which Nixon 
calls the "House of Peace." 


Thieu is to be greeted with full 


military honors when he arrives 
at San Clemente at midmorning 
Monday for his first face-to-face 
meeting with Nixon in nearly 
tour years. 


In advance of the start of the 


summit talks. Nixon conferred 
Sunday with his top foreign af- 
fairs adviser. Henry Kissinger, 
and with other aides. 


Thieu also set aside Sunday- 


evening for conferences with his 
advisers at the Century Plaza 
Hotel in Los Angeles, where he 
is making his headquarters

planned to march to the gate of 
tht1 Western White House Mon- 
day at about the same time 
Thieu arrives by helicopter.

Thieu also is reportedly 


seeking a specific guarantee 
from Nixon that the t'nited 
States would intervene militarily 
should North Vietnam blatantly 
violate the cease-fire agreement.

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said they expct to be blunt and 
wide-ranging. 


After the summit session con- 


cludes with the issuance of a 
communique Tuesday. Thieu 
plans to visit Balboa Naval 
Hospital in nearby San Diego.

World War II.

movement led by Ho Chi r.t'r.li 
who went on to become presi- 
dent of North Vietnam. 


"I was deceived by them for

Thieu was promoted to general, 
but kept one of the lowest 
profiles among Saigon's new 
military leaders. Quietly, he 
gathered support for the show- 
down against swashbuckling 
Nguyen Cao Ky that thrust him 
into the presidency on Sept. 3.

Since then he has survived 


political storms and military 
crises and weathered charges of 
rigged elections and dictator- 
type rule by decree.

"They tied the two women up 


in a nipa (thatched grass) hut 
and set fire to it. The women 
were still alive and were tied to 
poles." 


Miss Anderson, from Quincy, 


Mich., and Miss Kosin. of Fort 
Washakie. Wyo.. represented the 
Christian Missions of Many 
Lands. Nine other missionaries 
narrowly escaped capture in the 
raid on Kengkok village. 


Oppel told newsmen he would 


make no statement until he gets 
back to Canada. He boarded a 
hospital plane Sunday bound for 
the U.S. Naval Hospital in 


Bremerton, Wash. Mattix left 
Saturday for the same hospital. 


Mattix is from Centralia, 


Wash. 


Mrs. Jones said she did not 


know why the Communists 
spared the lives of Oppel and 
Mattix. 


Oppel appeared strained and 


weak as he talked with Mrs. 
Jones and others in the crowd 
here to bid farewell to the last 
group of departing POWs. 


He posed for photographers 


holding both a Canadian and an 
American flag, and said: "I have 
been treated like a brother here. 
I would like to say thank you and 
God bless America."

TOKYO — It would appear from a lengthy conversation 


with Premier Kakuei Tanaka that Japan's current foreign 
policy is founded on American security guarantees, Chinese 
friendship and a relationship with Russia where economic 
potential is mitigated by political coolness. When assessing 
the views expressed by the present chief of government it is 
notable that Western Europe doesn't figure large on his 
horizon. 


Tanaka acknowledges there is a national debate on 


neutralism versus the United States treaty tie but dismisses 
advocates of the former theory as relatively unimportant. 
Were their ideas ever to prevail, he says, communism would 
be developed as an alternative to the present system and 
"the only logical result would be to divide Japan like Viet- 
nam." 


While conceding that this country relies for protection 


on the U.S. Seventh Fleet plus ultimate nuclear deterrents, 
he argues it is unreasonable to expect Japan to pay for this in 
the way West Germany does by offset contributions for 
American military support in Europe. "That would merely 
strengthen the argument of those who wish to abrogate the 
bilateral security treaty," he contends. "We are not Ger- 
many. We have no Berlin Wall staring us in the face." 


Moreover, he continues, Japan has no desire to become 


a military power once again. World War II was the first con- 
flict the Japanese ever lost and they are unuse to the "Euro- 
pean game" of "sometimes winning, sometimes losing." 


Therefore great resentment exists against the mere 


thought of recreating serious armed strength, apart from 
modest self-defense forces. "Nobody," he says, "could win 
an election on the issue of constiutional revision to permit 
greater military power." 


With this in mind, he insists, there is no fundamental 


difference between Tokyo and Washington and no contradic- 
tion in their views on China and Russia. He adds: "not a 
single Japanese diplomatic action is taken on these matters 
without prior consultation and agreement with the United 
States." (This apparent lack of resentment at the so-called 
"Nixon shocks" is not shared by all Tanaka's cabinet, 
notably Foreign Trade Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone). 


With respect to China, a country toward which Japan 


feels a guilt complex and whose culture is viewed as Rome 
once viewed that of Athens, the premier is convinced Peking 
has no aspiration for super power status. He says: "that is 
what they told President Nixon and what they subsequently 
told me. 


"Moreover, one-third of China's long frontier with 


Russia and Inida is restless and undefined. The Chinese pop- 
ulation is rising at perhaps 2 per cent annually. Yet the gross 
national product is only half of Japan's. Therefore they must 
concentrate on internal development. If China had truly 
wanted to be a global super power it would not have en- 
couraged the North Vietnamese to end their war." 


Tokyo welcomes China's support in the Japanese dis- 


pute with Russia over territory seized by Moscow in 1945. 
Four small islands in the Kuriles are claimed by Japan. 
Tanaka says not only that Peking endorses this claim but 
that its press has written the entire Kuriles group should be 
handed back, something not even Tokyo has asked for. 


The premier contends the Soviet government has not 


changed its attitude on this matter since 1957 when it offered 
to return two of the islands if Japan would agree to negotiate 
the status of the other two. He could not possibly "go back 
15 years" on the issue he insists. Therefore it would be dif- 
ficult for him to visit Moscow at this time as suggested by 
the Kremlin. 


To summarize, Tanaka seems to place great reliance on 


continued U.S. understanding and support and also to hope 
for developing Chinese sympathy and diplomatic backing. 
Toward the U.S.S.R his attitude seems to be dichotomic. 


On the one hand he obviously desires an arrangement 


that would open to booming Japan new and relatively con- 
tinguous energy sources. On the other hand, he prefers 
political coolness until the territorial question is resolved.

Efforts by the Federal Communications Com- 


mission in the area of television broadcasting con- 
tinue to be made. In testimony recently before a 
congressional subcommittee the FCC discussed 
changes to go along with its proposal for extension 
of TV licenses from three to five years. 


The extension would be accompanied with 


various requirements aimed at insuring public in- 
put into TV programming and a minimal amount of 
local issue programming. Tecbnicalaties aside, the 
FCC wants to make local TV stations response e to 
local opinion on programming 


That is a most worthwhile objective in theory 


but it may leave a lot to be desired in practice If a 
local TV station becomes too tied to local opinion, 
whose opinion will it be? 


Will it be that of the crackpots who are all to 


willing to express themselves on everything from 
soup to nuts? Will it be the opinion of a few ac- 
tivists who. while well meant, may be highly vocal 
but quite unrepresentative of the average person0 


And will the voice of the average person be 


heard at air Mav be, but not necessarily What the 
FCC* requirement for viewer input may boil down 
to is the squeaking wheel getting the grease and 
that is not an inherently good situation. 


Sometimes the squeaky wheel may need the 


grease but at 
other times it is simply making 


more noise than any other wheel. A lot of people 
can make a lot of noise but are not necessarily con- 
structive or enlightened in what they say. 


Maybe the FCC idea would pan out for the 


good but it contjms the threat of a constant pop- 
ularity contest over local programming that could 
leave stations in a perpetual quandary. Any com- 
munications medium that lacks the insight and in- 
tegrity to give careful consideration to its 
customers is in plenty of trouble even without a 
host of regulations from the FCC 


What the FCC would do is further establish 


itself as the judge, jury and executioner over local 
TV stations and it is far enough down this road 
already

Primary Election Tomorrow 


"We'll see how we do in the primary. If we're 


nominated, then we'll really hit the trail " 


That's the type of cautious comment that 


typifies the pre-pnmary attitudes of many of the 
candidates in a city election where the stakes, 
while important )n a local sense, are not especially 
high. 


Many of the candidates, of course, can afford 


to budget only so much money or so many 
volunteered man hours throughout the entire cam- 
paign and thus are wary of a primary splurge 


Unfortunately and unnecessarily, that kind of 


attitude also affects many.voters who can be in- 
different to a primary election and its ballots com- 
prised of umpteen candidates for city council, 
school board and the like. 


What they know but don't bother to think 


serously about is that their candidate — if they 
have one — stands a much better chance of making 
it to the general election if they get out and vote in 
the first round 


Tomorrow. Lincoln \oters will nominate can- 


didates for throe City Council ard three Board of 
Education seats and two seats on the Lincoln Air- 
port Authority although the race for the latter is 
uncontented vith only tr.e two incumbents entered. 
Vote^ will also have a chance to vote on an impor- 
tant City Charter amendment which proposes a 
raise in pay for council members. 


According to the Election Commissioner's of- 


fice, an additional 12,313 Lincolnites are registered 
to vote in the primary over the number registered 
to vote in the last city election two years ago. 
Almost 80.000 are eligible to vote Tuesday, in fact. 


Although the issues and personalities have not 


been elaborately defined during the primary cam- 
paign, the average voter should have enough 
knowledge of the candidates and the city and its 
problems to make a trip to the polls worthwhile. 


By exercising his franchise in the primary the 


voter can participate in the elective process m the 
fullest sen.->e. Hopefully, the marked increase in 
voter registration will be reflected in Tuesday's tur- 
nout

remembered more for construc- 
tion than anything else. 


A body of contractors. 
If the Appropriations 
Com- 


mittee accepts recommen- 
dations of its fiscal staff, and 
that in turn is endorsed by the 
Legislature, nearly $30 million in 
construction projects will be ap- 
proved in the capital im- 
provements budget bill. 


That is in addition to the $20 


million state office building 
already approved by the 
Legislature. 


And. in addition to that, the 


1973 session will provide the con- 
tinuing funds needed to con- 
struct the $12 million University 
of Nebraska fieldhouse. 


Add all of that up and you get 


$62 million or so. Not bad. 


Most of the construction goes 


to Lincoln, the site of state 
government. 


It will join major federal and 


commercial projects already un- 
derway in the city—the federal 
office building, the new Hilton 
Hotel and a new National Bank 
of Commerce. 


A new off-street parking com- 


plex, bus terminal and housing 
facility for the aged is also in the 
works. 


And, with a little bit of luck, it 


will all be topped off by a down- 
town park, square or plaza 
where the old Post Office now 
stands. 


Huh? How about it? Tear 


down the Post Office and fill in 
the square block from 8th to 10th 
and 0 and P with trees and foun- 
tains and grass and benches and 
all that good stuff. 


The Hilton would face it; two 


major highway routes into Lin- 
coln would pass it; the Clayton 
House would look out onto it; 
both commercial bus terminals 
would front on it. Lincoln would 
present a green face to its 
visitors, and a pleasant down- 
town park area for its own 
citizens. 


With all that new construction 


either in progress or about to 
begin, a little greenery will be 
needed more than ever.

while- Nixon has been arguing 
publicly for the decentralization 
of power, he has been cen- 
tralizing power in a White House 
s'-iff that has been loyal to the

but 
increasingly 


powerful and even arrogant 
toward the cabinet and the 
Congress.

The result of all this is that the 


Congress, even the Republican 


members of the Congress, are no 
longer willing to ignore the 
Watergate scandal but feel 
obliged to expose the facts, even 
if the facts hurt the President 
and expose the tricks of his 
political associates. 


Every once in a while, the dir- 


ty business of party politics goes 
against the national interest, and 
even party members revolt. And 
this is what is happening now. 
During the last presidential elec- 
tion campaign, Republicans run- 
ning for office didn't want to 
hear about the Watergate, and 
denounced the press for writing 
about it, but now that the cam- 
paign is over and the facts are 
coming out in court, even the 
politicans are insisting on getting 
at the facts. 


But not yet the President. He 


is still trying to "ignore" the 
facts or "deny them without 
giving details" — the technique 
he denounced 
more than 20 


years ago — but the technique is 
not working. 


The courts and the Congress 


are now talking to the burglars, 
v.'ho are spilling the beans. And 
at some point the President is 
going to have to speak out on the 
fac's or be unfaithful to the prin- 
ciples of what he calls "the open 
Nixon administration."

TOKYO - It wo u ld appear fro m a lengthy co nv ersatio n 
w ith P rem ier Kaku ei Tanaka th a t Ja pa n ’s cu rrent fo reign 
po licy is fo u nded o n A m erican secu rity gu arantees, Chinese 
friendship and a relatio nship w ith Ru ssia w here eco no m ic 
po tential is m itigated by po litical co o lness. When assessing 
the v iews ex pressed by th e present chief o f go v ernm ent it is 
no table that W estern E u ro pe do esn’t figu re large o n his 
ho rizo n 
Tanaka ackno wledges there is a natio nal debate o n 
neu tralism v ersu s the United States treaty tie bu t dism isses 
adv o cates o f the fo rm er theo ry as relativ ely u nim po rtant. 
W ere their ideas ev er to prev ail, he say s, co m m u nism wo u ld 
be dev elo ped as an alternativ e to the present sy stem and 
‘The o nly lo gical resu lt wo u ld be to div ide Japan like Viet­ 
nam .” 
W hile co nceding that this co u ntry relies fo r pro tectio n 
o n the U S. Sev enth Fleet plu s u ltim ate nu clear deterrents, 
he argu es it is u nreaso nable to ex pect Japan to pay fo r this in 
the way W est G erm any do es by o ffset co ntribu tio ns fo r 
A m erican m ilitary su ppo rt in E u ro pe ‘‘That wo u ld m erely

T herefo re great resentm ent ex ists again.st the m ere 
tho u ght o f recreating serio u s arm ed strength, apart fro m 
m o dest self-defen.se fo rces. “ N o bo dy ," he say s, “ co u ld win 
an electio n o n the issu e o f co nstiu tio nal rev isio n to perm it 
greater m ilitary po w er,” 
With this in m ind, he insists, there is no fu ndam ental 
difference betw een To ky o and W ashingto n and no co ntradic­ 
tio n in their v iews o n China and Ru ssia. He adds: “ no t a 
single Japanese diplo m atic actio n is taken o n these m atters 
w itho u t prio r co nsu ltatio n and agreem ent w ith the United 
States.”

o nce v iewed that o f A thens, the prem ier is co nv inced Peking 
has no aspiratio n fo r su per po w er statu s. He say s: “ that is 
w hat they to ld P resident Nix o n and w hat they su bsequ ently 


to ld me. 
“ M o reo v er, o ne-third o f China’s lo ng fro ntier with 
Ru ssia and Inida is restless and u ndefined. The Chinese po p­ 
u latio n is rising at perhaps 2 per cent annu ally . Yet the gro ss 
natio nal pro du ct is o nly half o f Ja pan ’s. T herefo re they m u st 
co ncentrate o n internal dev elo pm ent. If China had tru ly 
w anted to be a glo bal su per po w er it wo u ld no t hav e en­ 
co u raged th e N o rth Vietname.se to end their w ar.” 
To ky o w elco m es C hina’s su ppo rt in the Japanese dis­ 
pu te with Ru ssia o v er territo ry seized by Mo sco w in 1945. 
Fo u r sm all islands in the K u riles are claim ed by Japan. 
Tanaka say s no t o nly that Peking endo rses this claim bu t 
that its press has w ritten th e entire K u riles gro u p sho u ld be 
handed back, so m ething no t ev en To ky o has asked fo r. 
The prem ier co ntends the So v iet go v ernm ent has no t 
changed its attitu de o n this m atter since 19 57 w hen it o ffered 
to retu rn tw o o f the islands if Japan wo u ld agree to nego tiate 
the statu s o f the o ther two . He co u ld no t po ssibly “ go back 
15 v ears ” o n the issu e he insists. T herefo re it wo u ld be dif­ 
ficu lt fo r him to v isit Mo sco w at this tim e as su ggested by 
the K rem lin. 
To su m m arize, Tanaka seem s to place great reliance o n 
co ntinu ed U.S. u nderstanding and su ppo rt and also to ho pe 
fo r dev elo ping Chinese sy m pathy and diplo m atic backing. 
To ward the U.S.S.R. his attitu de seem s to be dicho to m ic. 
On the o ne hand he o bv io u sly desires an arrangem ent 
that wo u ld o pen to bo o m ing Japan new and relativ ely co n- 
tingu o u s energy so u rces.

Nix o n is in perso nal tro u ble o v er 
the Watergate case, no t becau se 
there is any ev idence that he 
knew abo ut the co nspiracy , bu t 
because he has no t handled it in 
acco rdance with the cando r and 
fair mo ral principles he insists 
he represents. 


When he talks, Nix o n is a 
mo ralizer, the faithfu l so n o f 
Qu aker parents and Qu aker 
ideals, who se du ty it is to su m­ 
mo n the peo ple back to their 
ethical and religio u s ideals. Bu t 
when he acts, he is a to ugh, cu n­ 
ning and ev en ru thless o perato r, 
and he is in tro u ble o v er the 
Watergate precisely becau se his 
actio ns do no t co rrespo nd to his 
pro claimed ideals. 


He say s he is fo r an "o pen ad­ 
ministratio n.” o pen minds and 
o pen do o rs, bu t he will no t allo w 
his White Ho u se staff to be 
qu estio ned by the Co ngress o n 
their relatio ns — no t with the 
President, which is fair eno ugh 
— but with the men co nv icted o f 
bugging and burglarizing the 
Demo crats at the Watergate, 
This is no lo nger an argu ment 
between the White Ho use and 
the repo rters who ex po sed the 
links between the Watergate and 
the President’s re-o lectio n co m­ 
mittee. o r ev en between the 
Repu blicans and the Demo crats.

sequences, as he did in his last 
majo r po litical and mo ral crisis 
o f the Checkers speech in the 
presidential campaign o f 1952. 
At that tim e, Nix o n was

The germ of an idea planted nearly two 


years ago by University of Nebraska 
President D B Varner has blossomed 
into a $750 000 program which will bring 
both performing and visual arts within 
reach of 11 million midwesterners diring 
the coming year 


The most ambitious of the five major 


projeds now finalized by the new Mid- 
America Arts Alliance will be separate 
four-week tours early next year by both 
Joffrey Ballet Companies from New 
York 


Joffrev I with 50 dancers will tour 


seven larger cities in Nebraska, Iowa, 
Missouri and Kansas for one-half-week 
residencies 


Joffrey II with 16 dancers will tour 


smaller towns and rural areas, and it too 
will give performances and hold master 
classes and demonstrations for college 
and public school students and communi- 
ty groups 


Two Years Ago 


The idea for a Midwest arts coalition 


was advanced in April 1971 by Varner 
who said suth an eftort could bring 


major league 
performing arts to the 


tour state area 


E\entually a steering committee was 


formed to launch the project and last fall 
it hired Peter Milstem to act as director 
ot what is now called the Mid America 
Arts Alliance 


This week from his office in the 


University ot Nebraska System Building 
in Lincoln Milstem described what he 
tailed 
a pretty fair program for an 


organization just getting off the ground 


The program, in the fiscal year begin- 


ning July 1, will operate with a budget 
totaling about $750,000, more than halt of 
which is to come from various programs 
of the National Endowment for the Arts 
The remainder will come from private 
donations and ticket sales 


The first regional pioject actually will 


start before the fiscal year begins when 
the new arts alliance board meets for the 
first time in Lincoln

and the Joslyn Art Museum of Omaha. 


The display of 200 paintings is based on 


the book, ' A Sense of Place ' by artist 
Alan Gussow, who is helping to design 
the exhibition as a visual evidence of the 
connection between landscaping painting 
and the environment 


Divided into four shows of 50 paintings 


each the exhibition will be on display for 
a month in five communities in each state 
and the alliance will sponsor residencies 
by some of the artists whose work is 
shown 


The alliance has hired David Smith of 


Kansas City to coordinate the show, 
working from Sheldon in Lincoln which 
is also to be the site of a media workshop

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Starting Farming 
In Japan Costly 


Farmers Study In U.S. 


By DOMINICK COSTELLO

Getting started fanning in 


Japan is more expensive than it 
is in the United States and land 
is nearly impossible to obtain at 
any price, according to two 
young Japanese farmers atten- 
ding the University of Nebraska. 


Kazuhiro Yayakawa of 


Okayama, Japan, and Etsumi 
Fujita of Kagoshima are taking 
an intensified series of courses 
on animal husbandry under a 
special Japanese farmer training 
program at the University. 


Japan has four beef breeds 


that are fairly popular. Red 
Angus, a black breed with short 
horns called Tankakushu, a 
horned version of Angus and a 
polled hornless Angus breed. 
Exotic types becomming pop- 
ular in the U.S. are not well liked 
in Japan because feed is scarce 
and the larger animals require 
more feed than the smaller 
breeds. 


Calf Area 


The area Fujita comes from is 


considered a cow calf area. A 
typical faem has 20 cows on 40 
acres of land with grass being 
brought to the cows. Green 
chopped grass, hay and silage 
are the primary cattle feed. 


Fujita also produces seed 


potatoes, rice, alfalfa hay, and 
some wheat is grown in the area. 
Cattle are sold one head at a 
time at auctions held 
about 


every three months. Feeders buy 
them and fatten them for 
slaughter. 


Fujita, who asks Americans to 


call him Eddie (it is easier to 
pronounce), thinks going back to 
his 40 horsepower Satoh tractor 
will be "a disappointment" after 
driving large American tractors. 


Karuhiro Yayakawa, who uses 


Kenny as an American name, 
grew up on a rice and tobacco 
farm but hopes to become a 
Japanese cattleman. 


The government does not have 


low interest loans to help young 
men start farming. A major 
problem is getting some land. 
Land is simply not for sale at any 
price as the farmers hope to pass 
the land on to their children. 


Much Hand Work 


Hand labor is very important 


on Japanese farms. The tobacco 
and rice are started from seed 
and then the plants are set in 
rows in the fields with a mac- 
nine. Rice is cut with a binder 
and the bundles are dried on 
racks made of poles hung on 
posts. Rice that is combined 
must be dried to 16% moisture 
or it won't keep. / 


Yayakawa worked for a 


Colorado sheep rancher and for 
Jim Volk of Butte Creeke, who 
raises Hampshire hogs. 


Being alone with sheep was 


not a bad experience. However 
he doesn't care much for sheep. 
"We have a crowded country so 
being alone was a new and nice 
experience, but I like cattle 
much better. There are no sheep 
in our area of Japan. However, 
our cooks have some famous dis- 
hes prepared from mutton," he 
said. 


Under the training program 


the Japanese farm students 
spend a part of their time in 
school talcing intensive courses 
in livestock husbandry and 
several months on farms in the 
United States getting practical 
experience. 


Both young men plan to return 


to Japan this spring when school 
ends after a tour of the United 
States.

and machinery just to name a 
few. 


Some folks are wondering if 


there is some kind of a plot to 
jack up prices but there are valid 
reasons for some of the shor- 
tages . . . many reasons are 
related to income. 


Farmers had inadequate in- 


come from pork so they got out 
of the business. The same thing 
happened to egg producers. 


Efforts at cutting costs 


resulted in an inventory reduc- 
tion program by farm equipment 
dealers which just got to 
working well when the food 
shortages caused a sharp in- 
crease in demand for equipment 
and parts. 


Soybean meal supplies got 


tight due to bad weather 
throughout the world, new coun- 
tries entering the livestock feed 
market for the first time, lack of 
fishmeal from Peru, bad 
harvesting conditions in much of 
the soybean growing area, and a 
tremendous increase in demand 
for expanded livestock produc- 
tion. It is impossible to believe 
that this combination of things 
will happen at the same time 
again. 


Bad weather in the eastern 


states destroyed much of that 
area's hay crop, which cut down 


on feed supplies. So cows made 
less milk which raised your milk 
and cheese prices. 


Transportation problems, due 


in part to trying to move several 
years' crop in one year, added to 
the food supply snarl, which is 
still far from solved.• 


The corn blight increased 


costs for raising hogs while 
prices were quite low. This is 
still a factor in meat prices. 


Ecology lovers, protests against 
refineries, oil drilling and giant 
tankers came along at the same 
time the cars started using more 
gas due to emission suppression 
devices that ecologists 
demanded. 


Gas powered lawn mowers, 


tillers, snowmobiles, minibikes, 
electric air conditioners, 
toothbrushes and can openers, 
gas-burning yard lights, grills 
and clothes dryers are all part of 
the problem. 


In many cases man has 


created the shortages because he 
is becoming increasingly 
materialistic and uses more 
energy. *

All right, we got an energy 


crisis. What can we do to ease 
the problem ... something that 
will bring the need home to 
everyone and be effective in dis- 
tributing fuel and energy to vital 
areas of our economy? 


Here are a few suggestions you 


might try on your congressman 
or the governor. 


1. Ban all gas and electric yard 


lights. 


2. Ban all gas powered lawn 


mowers, garden tillers, edgers. 
lawn sweepers, compost 
grinders, golf carts, campers, 
pleasure boats, minibikes. snow- 
mibiles, and gas-operated 
recreation vehicles.

8. Teach the kids to turn off 


the closet light and conserve 
electricity whenever possible. 


Finally the supreme sacrifice. 


Eliminate air conditioning for 
one year. 


The idea is to save fuels that 


produce energy. But it seems to 
me equally important to make 
sure that every American from 
the richest to the poorest be 
made painfully aware that we do 
have a national fuel shortage. 


the right Timothy Benson has 
been located. 


This time, Peterson added, 


everything checks out right 
down to the family members. 


He said the department was 


moving in on the man but hadn't 
actually traced its way through a 
series of defunct addresses to 
put a hand on him when, lo and 
behold, the answer appeared 
right before his own eyes. 


"I was just going though some 


accident records when all of a 
sudden a name clicked," Peter- 
son said. 


Living In Iowa 


It turned out the subject of the 


search was living in Iowa but 
was involved in a car accident in 
Nebraska in which there was no 
proof of auto insurance shown to 
enforcement officers. 


Peterson, however, declined 


to identify the man further, 
saying it would be best in view of 
the potential multiplicity of ad- 
ministrative and legal actions in- 
volved. 


"We're here primarily to help 


people," he said. "We don't 
want to harass people." 


The problem of the wrong 


Benson surfaced when the one 
living in Columbus tried to get 
insurance on his mobile home. 
In hopes of also selling him auto 
insurance, the agency ran a 
check through the Motor 
Vehicles Department. 


Couldn't Write Policy 


The result was that Benson 


was told even if he wanted auto 
insurance from them, they 
couldn't write a policy because 
his license was under suspension 
due to the unsatisfied judgment. 


As it turned out, the San 


Diego, Calif., courts had only 
one piece of evidence — a 
drivers license number — which 
seemed to make the Columbus 
Benson their man. 


The young man. however, had 


never been in Calfiornia and 
could prove by school records 
that he wasn't anywhere near 
the scene of the accident. 


To this day. Peterson said, he 


has no idea how the court 
managed to get the wrong 
license number. 


Also in the court records, 


which Peterson put to use in 
nailing down the case, were the 
names of the other members of 
the right Benson family. 


Chicanes Are 'Minority No One Knows7 


By BOB RUMMEL 


Omaha (AP) — They have 


been described as "the minority 
no one knows." or perhaps more 
accurately, "strangers in their 
own land." Many have quietly 
resisted enculturation because 
they did not want to sacrifice 
their heritage and traditions. 


Can these people, Nebraska's 


approximately 38,000 Mexican 
Americans, retain their past and 
still claim a share of the future? 


Stan Porras, director of the 


State Mexican American Com- 
mission, believes they can and 
for the past year he has been 
spearheading a statewide effort 
to awaken Mexican Americans 
from a social and educational 
siesta over which they have had 
little control. 


Porras. 34, says the year-old 


10-member commission is 
striving to create an awareness 
among the state's Mexican 
Americans of available oppor- 
tunities and how they can take 
advantage of them to gain a 
better place in today's society. 


Awareness 


Another objective of the com- 


mission, he says, is to foster an 
equal sense of awareness among 
the white, or Anglo, society of 


problems confronting Mexican 
Americans. 


The commission 
also is 


seeking to unlock some doors 
which have been closed to 
Mexican Americans. "There is 
discrimination against Mexican 
Americans in Nebraska," he 
says. It exists in many ways, but 
especially in housing, employ- 
ment and education, he explains. 


The Scottsbluff native says the 


commission is concentrating on 
five key areas where Mexican 
Americans are experiencing dif- 
ficulties — education, welfare, 
housing, employmerrt and 
recreation. 


The commission members — 


all Mexican Americans except 
for a representative of the gover- 
nor — currently meet four times 
a year in cities which have a high 
concentration of Mexican 
Americans. Porras says he 
would like to hold monthly 
meetings and this is part of the 
reason why he is seeking a $48,- 
910 budget for the commission's 
second year, up from a first-year 
.appropriation of $29,682. Gov. J. 
James Exon trimmed his 
request by $18,540, but it was 
restored bh the Legislature's 
Budget Committee. 


Porras says the commission 


has made noticeable headway in 


its initial year of operation. "It 
has made state and local agen- 
cies aware of the fact that we — 
Mexican Americans — are 
here." he says. 


Height Rule Lowered 


One recent success for the 


commission involved the 
lowering of the Nebraska State 
Patrol's height regulation. Gov. 
Exon last week directed the 
patrol to reduce its standards for 
the next group of recruits from 5 
feet, 10 inches to 6 feet, 8 inches. 
Porras says the average Mexican 
American is two inches shorter 
than his Anglo counterpart and 
the height restriction prevented 
some qualified 
Mexican 


Americans from serving in the 
patrol. 


Citing a 60% drop-out rate for 


Mexican American students, 
Porras says the commission has 
assigned top priority to the field 
of education. 


The commission will attempt 


to map a comprehensive 
educational program at a 
meeting in Lincoln this spring 
which will bring together school 
administrators and 
Spanish- 


speaking teachers from across 
the state. 


One of the problems in the 


field of education, he says, is 
that "the educational system 


knows nothing about the 
Mexican American — his 
culture, his behavior or his 
traditions " 


He notes, too, that the 


bilingual ability of many 
Mexican American children ac- 
tually can become a detriment in 
school 


He suggests that teachers, in- 


stead of making a Mexican 
American child feel inferior 
because he may have difficulty 
grapsing the basics of English, 
should give the child encourage- 
ment and make him feel proud 
because he can speak two 
languages. 


"Teachers could point to the 


little Mexican boy," he says, 
"and ask Anglo students, 'Why 
don't you learn another 
language, too?' " 


Although he did not name the 


town, Porras says "serious 
problems" in the educational 
system of one town in western 
Nebraska have been brought to 
the commission's attention and a 
"thorough investigation" is 
being planned. 


While he favors the com- 


mission's approach to problems 
— meetings, discussions, studies 
and responsible action — he 
says, "If things don't change, 
then we'll have to change our 


tactics." 


Agrees With Methods 


He points out. however, that 


he does agree with the methods 
used by some militant Chicano 
groups Although these groups 
do serve to focus attention on 
problems and inequities, he 
says, "their actions can leave a 
sour taste." 


"The militants" he says, "are 


seeking changes overnight and it 
won't happen. Attitudes have to 
be changed and this takes time." 


Meanwhile, Porras is attemp- 


ting *o make the commission a 
more viable force in the lives of 
Nebraska's Mexican American 
citizens. One of his immediate 
goals is to produce a monthly 
newsletter for distribution to all 
Mexican American families in 
the state. 


This, he hopes, will not only 


keep them informed of the com- 
mission's progress, but will lead 
them to look to the commission 
for help and guidance. 


"This is their commission," he 


says, "It is the first time that 
Mexican-Americans of Nebraska 
ever had an organization such as 
we do now. The commission can 
be used by them to get into areas 
which in the past they have not 
been able to enter "

Sometime within the next few 


months, a motorist who receives 
a ticket in Nebraska will be 
handed the same ticket whether 
he or she is stopped in Alliance 
or Falls City. 


That's the goal of a plan now 


being developed by James 
Dunlevey, the state court ad- 
ministrator appointed to oversee 
court reforms ordered by the 
1972 Legislature. 


Currently, there are few 


restrictions on motor vehicle 
citations used by law enforce- 
ment agencies and the result has 
been different tickets for 
different towns. 


Such' a system has resulted in 


problems as the state has moved 
toward uniformity in its court 
system at the county level where 
most of the tickets will not be 
handled. 


Another problem has probably 


been a belief among the public 
Separate 
Accidents 


that in some instances, they 
were the victim of "ticket 
traps," Dunlevey said. 


Uniform Ticket 


Dunlevey and his assistant. 


Alan Woods, are drafting and re- 
drafting a uniform ticket which, 
if approved by the state Supreme 
Court will be phased into use by 
all law enforcement agencies in 
the state. 


The need for change became 


apparent because in many 
courts, prior to the 1972 
Legislature's ordering a uniform 
system of district county courts, 
the citation was also used as a 
complaint in court. 


Dunlevey said the uniform 


citation could also be used as a 
court complaint in the new 
courts. 


"Our biggest problem right 


now is getting a form that 
everyone agrees on," he said, 
explaining that among things 
which have to be taken into ac- 
count are the size of the filing 
drawers for the tickets, which 
differ around the state 


"But 
I think we've got 


something now which everybody 
pretty much agrees on. and all 
we got to do now is refine it." he 
said. 


Phased Into Use 


The new ticket will be phased 


into use gradually, but Dunlevey 
said he hopes to have it in use 
across the state within the next 
eight months 


The new form Mill be sub> 


milled to the State Supreme 
Court, which has constitutional 
authority to order "Uniform 
rules of procedure'* for the 
state's courts. 


I'nder that provision, there's 


no question that the high court 
has jurisdiction if the tickets will 
double as court complaints, ac- 
cording to Dunlevey 


The chief benefit to the public 


will bo "a letter understanding," 
he said 


Dunlevey explained that "peo- 


ple are likely to feel more con- 
fidence in the system if it's the 
same whether they're stopped in 
Scottsbluff or South Sioux Citv "

The y ou ng man. howev er, had 
nev er been in Calfiornia and 
cou ld prov e by school record s 
that he wasn't any where near 
the scone of the accid ent. 
To this d ay . Peterson said , he 
has no id ea how the cou rt 
managed to get the w rong 
license nu mber. 
Also in the cou rt record s, 
which Peterson pu t to u se in 
nailing d own the case, were the 
names of the other members of 
the right Benson family . 
Chícanos Are 'Minority No One Knows'

Omaha iAP) — They hav e 
been d escribed as "the minority 
no one knows,” or perhaps more 
accu rately , “strangers in their 
own lanci ’ Many hav e qu ietly 
resisted encu ltu ration becau se 
they d id not want to sacrifice 
their heritage and trad itions. 


Cu n these people, Nebraska’s 
approx imately SB,000 Mex ican 
Americans, retain their past and 
still claim a share of the fu tu re? 


Stan Porras, d irector of the 
State Mex ican American Com­ 
mission. believ es they can and 
for the past y ear he has been 
spearhead ing a statewid e effort 
to awaken Mex ican Americans 
from a social and ed u cational 
siesta ov er which they hav e had 
little control. 
Porras, 34. say s the y ear-old 
10-m em ber com m ission is 
striv ing to create an awareness 
am ong the s ta te ’s M ex ican 
Americans of av ailable oppor­ 
tu nities and how they can take 
ad v antage of them to gain a 
better place in tod ay ’s society . 
Awareness 
Another objectiv e of the com­ 
mission, he say s, is to foster an 
equ al sense of awareness among 
the white, or Anglo, society of 


problems confronting Mex ican 
Americans. 
The com m ission also is 
seeking to u nlock some d oors 
w hich hav e been closed to 
Mex ican Americans. “ There is 
d iscrimination against Mex ican 
Americans in Nebraska,” he 
say s. It ex ists in many way s, bu t 
especially in bou sing, employ ­ 
ment and ed u cation, he ex plains. 
The Scottsblu ff nativ e say s the 
commission is concentrating on 
fiv e key areas where Mex ican 
Americans are ex periencing d if­ 
ficu lties — ed u cation, welfare, 
hou sing, em ploy m eirt and 
recreation. 
The commission members — 
all Mex ican Americans ex cept 
for a representativ e of the gov er­ 
nor — cu rrently meet fou r times 
a y ear in cities which hav e a high 
conc entra tion 
of M ex ican 
A m ericans. P orras say s he 
wou ld like to hold monthly 
meetings and this is part of the 
reason why he is seeking a $48,- 
9 10 bu d get for the commission’s 
second y ear, u p from a first-y ear 
.appropriation of $29 ,6 8 2. Gov . J. 
Ja m e s Ex on trim m e d his 
requ est by $18 ,8 40, bu t it was 
restored bh the Legislatu re’s 
Bu d get Conu nittee. 
Porras say s the commission 
has mad e noticeable head way in 


its initial y ear of operation. “It 
has mad e state and local agen­ 
cies aware of the fact that we — 
M ex ican A m ericans — are 
here,” he say s. 
Height Ru le Lowered 
One recent su ccess for the 
com m ission inv olv e d the 
lowering of the Nebraska State 
Patrol's height r^u lation. Gov . 
Ex on last week d irected the 
patrol to red u ce its stand ard s for 
the nex t grou p of recru its from 8 
feet. 10 inches to 6 feet, 8 inches. 
Porras say s the av erage Mex ican 
American is two inches shorter 
than his Anglo cou nterpart and 
the height restriction prev ented 
som e qu a lif ie d 
M e x ica n 
Americans from serv ing in the 
patrol. 
Citing a 6 0% d rop-ou t rate for 
Mex ican American stu d ents, 
Porras say s the commission has 
assigned top priority to tiie field 
of ed u cation. 
The commission will attempt 
to m ap a c om pre he nsiv e 
ed u c ational program a t a 
meeting in Lincoln this spring 
which will bring together school 
ad m inistrators and Spanish­ 
speaking teachers from across 
the state. 
One of the problems in the 
field of ed u cation, he say s, is 
that “the ed u cational sy stem 


know s nothing a b ou t the 
M ex ican A m erican — his 
cu ltu re, his behav ior or his 
trad itions.” 
He notes, too, tha t the 
bilingu al a b ility of m any 
Mex ican American child ren ac­ 
tu ally can become a d etriment in 
school. 
He su ggests that teachers, in­ 
stead of making a Mex ican 
American child feel inferior 
becau se he may hav e d ifficu lty 
grapsing the basics of English, 
shou ld giv e the child encou rage­ 
ment and make him feel prou d 
becau se he can speak tw o 
langu ages. 
“Teachers cou ld point to the 
little Mex ican boy ,” he say s, 
“and ask Anglo stu d ents, ‘Why 
d o n 't y ou le a r n a n o th e r 
langu age, too?’ ” 
Althou gh he d id not name the 
tow n, P orras say s “ seriou s 
problems” in the ed u cational 
sy stem of one town in western 
Nebraska hav e been brou ght to 
the commission’s attention and a 
“ thorou gh inv estigation’’ is 
being planned . 
While he fav ors the com­ 
mission’s approach to problems 
— meetings, d iscu ssions, stu d ies 
and responsible action — he 
say s, “If things d on’t change, 
then we’ll hav e to change ou r 


tactics.” 
Agrees With Method s 
He points ou t. howev er, that 
he d oes agree with the method s 
u sed by some militant Chicano 
grou ps. Althou gh these grou ps 
d o serv e to focu s attention on 
problems and inequ ities, he 
say s, “their actions can leav e a 
sou r taste.” 


“ The militants” he say s, “ are 
seeking changes ov ernight and it 
won’t happen. Attitu d es hav e to 
be changed and this takes tim e.” 


Meanwhile, Porras is attem p­ 
ting to make the commission a 
more v iable force in the liv es of 
Nebraska’s Mex ican American 
citizens. One of his immed iate 
goals is to prod u ce a monthly 
newsletter for d istribu tion to all 
Mex ican American families in 
the state. 
This, he hopes, will not only 
keep them informed of the com­ 
mission’s progress, bu t will lead 
them to look to the commission 
for help and gu id ance. 
“This is their commission,” he 
say s, “It is the first time that 
Mex ican-Americans of Nebraska 
ev er had an organization su ch as 
we d o now. The commission can 
be u sed by them to get into areas 
which in the past they hav e not 
been able to enter ”

DEAR 
CONCERNED: 


"Euthanasia" literally means 
"the good death," and I am all 
for it. I believe it is cruel and 
senseless to prolong life by ar- 
tificial means when there is no 
hope for recovery. 


The right to die with dignity 


should be everybody's right. The 
Euthanasia Education Council 
(whose meetings I have per- 
sonally attended) in New York, 
has made available "A Living 
Will." It reads as follows: 


"To My Family, My Physi- 


cian, My Clergyman, My Lawyer 
— If the time comes when I can 
no longer take part in decisions 
for my own future, let this state- 
ment stand as the testament of 
my wishes: 


"If there is no reasonable 


expectation of my recovery from 
physical or mental or spiritual 
disability, I (name) request that 


I be allowed to die and not be 
kept alive by artificial means or 
heroic measures. Death is as 
much a reality as birth, growth, 
maturity, and old age — it is the 
one certainty. I do not fear death 
as much as I fear the indignity of 
deterioration, dependence, and 
hopeless pain. I ask that drugs be 
mercifully administered to me 
for terminal suffering even if 
they hasten the moment of 
death. 


"This request is made while I 


am in good health and spirits. 
Altho this document is not legal- 
ly binding, you who care for me 
will, I hope, feel morally bound 
to follow its mandates. I 
recognize it places a heavy 
burden of responsibility upon 
you, and it is with the intention 
of sharing that responsibility and 
of mitigating any feelings of guilt 
that this statement is made." 


Sign document in the presence 


of witnesses, and give it to your 
family physician, attorney, and- 
or a member of your family. 
(Better yet, obtain three copies, 
and give each one a copy. I did).

this deal from the 1969 Trials

Rapee and 


Sidney Lazard settled in four 
hearts with a 4-1 trump fit, when 
all the time they could have 
made six clubs with perfectly 
normal play. 


Rapee's diamond 
cuebid 


suggested that partner bid a 
new suit, but Lazard couldn't 
very well oblige. Instead he 


tried to show reasonably good 
spades and moderate high-card 
strength by jumping to three 
spades. 


When Rapee bid four clubs, 


Lazard tried to indicate a heart 
feature 
in the form 
of a 


singleton by responding four 
hearts. Lazard thought his 
partner would not read this as a 
heart suit, since he had denied 
heart length earlier. 


But Rapee thought otherwise 


— he assumed that South had 
three or four hearts — and 
passed. 


Oddly enough, four hearts 


proved unbeatable! Lazard 
wound up losing a diamond and 
two trumps, and so made the 
contract. 


Even if West had led a trump 


originally, declarer would still 
have succeeded. After cashing 
the A-K-Q of trumps and A-K of 
spades, felling the queen, South 
would play the jack of clubs. 


Whether West covered or not, 


declarer would lead the jack of 
spades at the earliest op- 
portunity 
and 
discard 
a 


diamond. Regardless of how the 
opponents elected to defend 
thereafter South would make 
ten tricks for sure, and if the 
defense slipped only slightly he 
would finish with eleven. 


But despite 
the amazing 


outcome of the hand, we con- 
tinue to recommend to our 
readers that they avoid 4-1 
trump fits!

Drug Arrests Up 
On Mexican Line 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 


Seizures of marijuana and other 
illegal drugs have increased 
sharply along the U.S.-Mexico 
border, and American officials 
are 
crediting 
Mexican 


authorities for much of the 
success 


Operation Cactus along the 


Arizona-Mexico border resulted 
in 129 arrests and the seiiure of 
$20 million worth of marijuana, 
heroin and cocaine in a five- 
week period that ended in mid- 
March. 


What was probably the biggest 


single haul so far this yearfcame 
Feb. 14 when U.S. agents 
boarded a 160-ton ship in Los 
Angeles Harbor and confiscated 
6 1 tons of marijuana with a 
street value they estimated at 
94 1 million. Four men were 
arrested. The vessel — the Don 
Miguel, once used in filming the 
movie "Mr. Roberts," — had 
been towed by a tug from its 
home port of Mazatlan, Mexico. 


The success of Operation Cac- 


tus has raised the possibility of 
similar large-scale attacks on 
smuggling elsewhere along the 
border 


"The beautiful thing about 


this (Operation Cactus) was the 
cooperation among the law en- 
forcement agencies," said 
Phillip Jordan, special agent in 
charge of Arizona for the U.S. 
Bureau of Narcotics 
and 


Dangerous Drugs "Without the 
cooperation of U.S.. Mexican 
and local authorities, this 
wouldn't be possible." 


In Washington, Henry Price, a 


spokesman for the bureau, said, 
"Mexican cooperation is one of 
the main things now. The presi- 
dent and attorney general of 
Mexico want drug traffic 
through Mexico knocked off. 
They're going at this thing with 
determination." 


He said the United States has 


provided Mexico with radios and 
with two helicopters for spotting 
fields of marijuana. 


Asst. U.S. Atty. Raul A. Gon- 


zales of Brownsville, Tex., says 
there has been a substantial in- 
crease in drug seizures by the 
U.S. Customs Service, and that 
he spends 70 per cent of his time 
prosecuting marijuana and other 
drug cases. • 
• "What is frightening about 
this is that they (U.S. Customs) 
say they are only apprehending 
10 per cent of the offenders," he 
added. "You have 90 per cent 
coming through. It's so easy to 
bring drugs across from Mexico 
by air or boat.

Cleburne Maier, director of

and all types of dangerous drugs 
since 1967, reflecting an inten- 
sive effort to check more people, 
aircraft and automobiles and in- 
spect them more carefully. 


The region's total of 10.411 


seizures in 1972 and 10,521 in 
1971 compared with 6,886 in 
1968. Most of the seizures were 
along the Texas and New Mexico 
borders. 


Herman Moore, chief patrol 


agent of the U.S. Border Patrol. 
which covers 390 miles of inter- 
national boundary in New 
Mexico and West Texas, said his 
agency seized about 1.000 
pounds of manjauana in the 
week ended March 15 alone. 


Seizures along the Arizona- 


Mexico border included 48,000 
pounds of marijuana so far this 
year, oompared with 10,000 
pounds in the first three months 
of 1972, and 12 pounds of heroin 
this year against four pounds a 
year ago. 


As a result, the customs ser- 


vice said,' the price of marijuana 
has gone from $100 per kilo (2.2 
pounds) last year to $200, and 
the price of heroin has risen 
from $500-$600 an ounce to 
$1,000-$UOO. 


Seizures of marijuana in the 


border area extending from San 
Diego, Calif., to YUma. Ariz., 
rose sharply in the six months 
ended in January 1972 from the 
corresponding period a year 
earlier, the Customs Service 
reported. Confiscation in the 
latest period totaled 825,050 
ounces against 625,086 ounces in 
the prior period. But con- 
fiscations of heroin, cocaine and 
hash dropped. 


Comparative figures for the 


six-month period ended January 
1973 and a year earlier were: 
heroin 85.7 ounces and 150.2 
ounces, cocaine 106.7 ounces and 
135 ounces, and hashish 1,038.1 
ounces and 1,893.6 ounces. 


There was no immediate 


explanation for the decrease.

But he hasn't 
gotten a court order to make her 
move it. 


She said other officials — most 


irate, indignant and embarassed 
and some sympathetic — have 
promised that a sewer system 
will be built 


Township officials "say it's an 


embarassment 
to

neighborhood," she said. "But 
it's going to stay there until they 
prove to me it's illegal or tell me 
What else I can do. 


"One said he'd come out per- 


sonally and move it," she said. 
"I told him it weighs 200 pounds, 
and that he'd have 90 pounds of 
angry woman to contend with 
too. He didn't show up. 


"For years we've tried to get 


the township officials out here to 
see for themselves what a mess 
this place is," she explained. 
"But we could never get them to 
budge from their offices. 


"But 24 hours after they set up

Congress To Debate 
Spending Restraints 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


continuing clash between 
Congress and the Nixon ad- 
ministration over federal spen- 
ding recurs in the Senate this 
week with scheduled debate on a 
spending ceiling and impound- 
ment of funds. 


On Tuesday, the Senate has set 


a vote on overriding President 
Nixon's veto of the $2.6 billion 
vocational rehabilitation bill 


On Wednesday, it resumes 


debate on the dollar devaluation 
bill Various proposals have been 
made to tack on to the measure 
legislation that deals, in one way 
or another, with the spending 
and impoundment questions. 


Two Democratic and two 


Republican senators joined Sun- 
day in saying that any more to 
limit federal spending should in- 
clude a provision to restrict the 
president's power to withhold 
funds voted by Congress. 


Sens. Walter F. Mondale, D- 


Minn , Richard S Schweiker, R- 
Pa. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, and Jacob K Javits, R- 
N.Y.. said the ceiling proposal 
should include provisions to 
make equal cuts in all programs 
should tne limit be exceeded. 


"If a ceiling on expenditures is 


adopted," they said, it should in- 
clude the anti-impoundment 
provision which would require 
congressional approval before 
funds could be withheld to keep 
within the spending ceiling. 


A proposal by Sen. William 


Proxmire, D-Wis., as modified 
by Sen. Lloyd M. Bentsen, D- 
Tex., would put a $265 billion a 
year ceiling on spending, some 
$3 7 billion less than President 
Nixon's budget, along with 
restriction of the percentage that 
could be impounded in any one 
program. 


Another, by Sen. Robert Taft 


Jr, R-Ohio, and Henry Bellmon. 
R-Okla., would set a $2687 
billion spending ceiling, the 
budget figure, giving Congress 30 
days in which to override 


UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. 


(AP) — New U.N. figures 
showed Sunday that the Soviet 
Union is once again th» leading 
Communist donor of aid to 
developing countries after 
yielding that distinction briefly 
to China in 1970 


Soviet bilateral aid equaled 


$791 million against China's $492 
million in 1971 and $659 million 
against China's $287 million in 
1972. China's 1970 commitments 
had outstripped the Soviet 
Union's $785 million to $197 
million. 


The statistics, stretching back 


to 1954. indicated that 1970 was 
the only year China led. For the 
entire 19 years, the Soviet Union 
gave $7.824 billion compared 
with China's $2.347 million. 


Total aid for that period from 


China, the Soviet Union. 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia. East 
Germany, Hungary. Poland and 
Romania was $14.511 billion. 


Forty-five countries of Africa. 


Asia and Latin America were 
listed as having received that 
aid. The biggest Recipients were 


Egypt with $2.328 billion, India 
with $1 830 billion and Iran with 
$1.402 billion. 


Iraq got $965 million. In- 


donesia $794 million, Algeria 
$707 million. Syria $587 million. 
Adghamstan $576 million. Chile 
$534 million. Brazil $372 million 
and Turkey $322 million 


Last year the Communists' 


biggest aid commitments were 
$332 million to Chile. $317 
million to Iran. $170 million to 
Algeria and $150 million to

The bilateral aid by the eight 


Communist countries in the 
years 1970 and 1971 averaged

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
co ntinuing clash between 
Congress and the Nixon ad­ 
ministratio n over federal spen­ 
ding recurs in the Senate this 
we^ with scheduled debate on a 
spending ceiling and impound­ 
ment o f funds. 
On Tuesday, the Senate has set 
a vote on overriding President 
Nixon’s veto o f the $2.6 billio n 
vocational rehabilitatio n bill. 
On Wednesday, it resumes 
debate on the do llar devaluation 
bill Various proposals have been 
made to tack on to the measure 
legislation that deals, in one way 
o r another, with the spending 
and impoundment questions. 
Two Democratic and two 
Republican senators Joined Sun­ 
day in saying that any more to 
limit federal spending should in­ 
clude a provision to restrict the 
president’s power to withhold 
funds voted by Congress. 
Sens. Walter F. Mondale, D- 
Minn., Richard S. Schweiker, R- 
Pa., Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine,, and Jacob K. Javits, R- 
N.Y., said the ceiling proposal 
should include pro visions to 
make equal cuts in all programs 
should tne limit be exceeded. 


"If a ceiling on expenditures is 
adopted,” they said, it should in­ 
clude the anti-impo undment 
pio visio n which would require 
congressional approval before 
funds could be withheld to keep 
within the spending ceiling. 


A proposal by Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., as modified 
by Sen. L loyd M. Bentsen, D- 
'I’ex., would put a $26b o iilio n a 
year ceiling on spending, some 
$3.7 billio n less than, President 
Nixo n’s budget, along with 
restrictio n o f the percentage that 
could be impounded in any one 
program. 


Another, by Sen. Robert Taft 
Jr., R-Ohio, and Henry Bellmon, 
R-Okla., would set a $268.7 
billio n spending ceiling, the

Flood Seeks 
'Awareness' 


NEW YORK (AP) — Curt 


Flood, the former National 
League star who unsucessfully 
challenged baseball's reserve 
clause before the Supreme 
Court, says his efforts made 
people aware of "what the ball 
player is up against. 


"The problem with the re- 


serve clause," Flood said from 
the sunny Mediterranean island 
of Majorca off the Spanish coast, 
where he now works as a 
bartender, "is that it ties a man 
to one owner for the rest of his 
life. There is now other-profes- 
sion in the history of mankind 
except slavery in which one man 
was tied to another for life." 


Flood was interviewed the 


ABC-TV Howard Cosell's Sports 
Magazine Show Sunday. 


He said his battle against the 


clause which binds a player to a 
club until he is traded, released 
or retires, has made "the man 
who buys the ticket" aware of 
the clause. 


"In slavery, men were ship- 


ped from one plantation to an- 
other and in baseball players are 
shipped from one franchise to 
another." 


Flood was a standout center 


fielder for the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals where he was three times 
named an All-Star outfielder and 
had a lifetime National League 
batting average of .293. He was 
traded to Philadelphia in 1969, 
refused to report and then filed a 
court attack against the reserve 
clause. 


The suit reached the U.S. Su- 


preme Court in 1972 but the na- 
tion's highest tribunal extended 
baseball's exemption from the 
antitrust laws, allowing the 
game to retain the reserve 
clause. 


Flood sat out the 1970 season 


and then played briefly for the 
Washington Senators. 


Flood criticized the recent

agreement negotiated between 
the owners and the Major 
League Players Association 
which calls for no collective 
bargaining on the reserve clause 
for three years. 


"It's going to take a long time 


"It's 
been three years since I started 
to fight it and now three more 
years will go by and it'll be at 
least another three years before 
they do anything about it. I've 
given a lot of time and money to 
do this.

South Vietnamese ranger camp 
began its sixth week Monday, 
several small clashes were 
reported in the Saigon region, 
and seven civilians were killed 
and 31 wounded in a series of at- 
tacks, government headquarters 
reported 


A government communique 


said Communist gunners fired 
about 600 rounds of artillery into 
the besieged Tong Le Chan 
ranger base 50 miles north of 
Saigon over the weekend. Two 
rangers were killed and 16 
wounded, the Saigon command 
said. 


The communique said Com- 


munist sappers also tried to 
break through the barbed-wire 
perimeter of the base but were 
driven back without any govern- 
ment casualties. 


According to the Saigon com- 


mand, the camp has been under 
siege since Feb. 26 and its 
defenders have suffered more 
than 100 casualties. 


Government 
communiques 


have made no mention of Com- 
munist losses, although South 
Vietnamese bombers have been 
reported p o u n d i n g 
t h e i r 


positions. 


Up to 500 government soldiers 


are b;ised at Ton Le Ch;m. which 
the government says sits astride 
infiltration and supply routes.

Commission of Control and 
Supervision has been powerless 
to stop the fighting. 


Three small clashes were 


reported 15 to 30 miles south of 
Saigon, with ;i halt dozen Com- 
munists killed and one govern- 
ment soldier killed and seven 
wounded, the Saigon command 
said. 


The heaviest civilian toll was 


reported in Chau One Province 
in the Mekong Delta, where six 
persons were killed and 22 
wounded in rocket and mortar 
attacks on a district town and a 
village, the Saigon command 
said. 


The command claimed 123 


more violations of the cease-fire 
during the 24-hour period ending 
at 6 a.m. Sunday and claimed 
this raised the total to 9.319 since 
the truce went into effect Jan 
28

Weicker Claims Haldeman'Knew' 


... White House Aide Sought For Senate Probe Appearance 


WASHINGTON <AP> - 


Republican Sen. Lowell P. 
Weicker said Sunday he believes 
White House Chief of Staff H. R. 
Haldeman "knew what was 
going on" with the men and 
policies involved in the 
Watergate burglary. 


He said it is "absolutely 


necessary" that Haldeman 
appear before the Senate 
Watergate investigating com- 
mittee, of which Weicker is a 
member. 


The Connecticut Republican 


also said one of the Watergate 
spies told him he had staked out 
offices of at least six senators, in- 
cluding Republicans Charles 
Percy and Jacob Javits. 


And he said the same man, 


former FBI agent Alfred C. 
Baldwin, said the Watergate 
arrests last June 17 foiled plan 
by the bugging crew to break 
into the campaign headquarters 
of Sen George NlcGovern and to 


tap the Miami convention 
telephones of Democratic Party 
Chairman Lawrence F. O'Brien 
and other top party officials. 


Baldwin was the man who 


listened to tapped telephone 
conversations of Democratic of- 
ficials in their headquarters at 
the Watergate building, and who 
later testified against others in 
the case. 


DeVan L. Shumway, public af- 


fairs director for the Committee 
for the Re-election of the Presi- 
dent, called Weicker's 
statements irresponsible and 
"inflammatory." 


"The answer is absolutely, 


categorically, undeniably no," 
Shumway said when asked if 
thejre was any truth to Weicker's 
assertion that Baldwin was 
ordered by the re-election com- 
mittee to stake out the offices of 
members of Congress. 


Weicker said Baldwin acted on 


orders of James W. McCord, 
convicted of burglary and 
wiretapping in the case. He said 
Baldwin watched comings and 
goings from the offices of Sens. 
Percy, R-I11., Javits. R-N.Y., 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
Edmund Muskie, D-Maine, 
William Proxmire, D-wis., Mike 
Gravel, D-Alaska; and Reps. 
Shirley Chisholm, D-N.Y. and 
Paul McCloskey, R-Calif. 


Javits and Percy both said 


they were surprised to hear 
Nixon re-election agents had 
staked out their offices. Percy 
said his staff had suspected that 
someone had tapped his office 
telephone, but couldn't prove it. 


Percy, a possible Republican 


presidential contender for 1976, 
said if Baldwin actually watched 
his office he would think it "an 
outrageous action."

result if the search for inflation 
scapegoates degenerated into in- 
ternal class warefare among 
farmers, consumers and food 
merchants. 


In order to minimize damage 


to family wellbeing, prudent per- 
sons in time of inflation don't 
freeze their life style, but make 
adjustments, such as shifting to 
less expensive cuts of meat, in- 
cluding use of the internal 
organs of the steer. The need for 
flexibility varies from household 
to household in accord with the 
availability of discretionary in- 
come. In any circumstances, the 
potentially corrective processes 
of 
a free 
competitive 


marketplace should not be im- 
paired by economic freebootery. 


To get down to he nitty gritty. 


in face of the abnormal surge of 
prices, the supermarket owner 
shouldn't stand still, and merely 
piously mouth tired 
phrases 


about supply and demand. So 
doing irritates the victims. De- 
mand is admittedly at a new 
peak as a result of a combination 
of factors. With crop failures in 
Eastern Europe and China 
which have imported 
U S 


grams, domestic demand for 
food is at a new high because of 
peak personal incomes reflecting 
rising prosperity, and wider use 
of the food stamp program for 
low income groups has been 
evidenced. 


Wasteful Practices 


In light of the current price 


shock, it behooves those in the 
business of bringing food in 
retail stores to consumers to re- 
examine untenable long term 
wasteful practices. Chain-store 
operators would in public con- 
fidence by taking steps to nd the 
i n d u s t r y 
of 
expensive 


skullduggery and cost inflating 
commercial bribery, which sap 
retail food profit margins 
despite high selling prices The 
time is ripe for frank disclosure

of hidden, built-in illegitimate 
merchandising costs. 


As a starter, top management 


should reappraise the integrity 
of their own purchasing agents 
to make1 sure that costs are not 
padded through under the table 
deals to collect kick backs from 
suppliers. This delicate and un- 
pleasant task shouldn't be 
sidestepped. 


Secondly, paradoxically, even 


some of the labor bosses who 
shout loudest about high food 
prices contribute to the situation 
by condoning the 
economic 


waste of feather 
bedding. 


Instead of jawboning about this, 
the federal government and the 
states should promptly revise 
their labor-management legisla- 
tion, and provide that any union 
which inflates costs by suppor- 
ting feather bedding, should lose 
their privileges under law 


Dishonesty Expensive 


Thirdly, while in these days of 


consumerism, it is fashionable to 
assume that the customers can 
do no wrong, costs are 
dangerously expanded because 
of the dishonesty of a small 
percentage of patrons. Pilfering 
by kleptomaniacs and dishonest 
customers disgracefully pads 
costs, which are passed along to 
legitimate customers 
Far 


stronger security measures 
should be applied 


Fourthly, management's im- 


provement of security measures 
should be designed also to cut 
down pilfering by dishonest 
employes. 


The pathology of current 


runaway food prices should be a 
clarion call to take a fresh hard 
look at traditional malpractices 
and economic leaks.

Winter moisture was g ood for 
wheat, but many farmers were 
allowing cattle to g raze on the 
wheat so they could g et a g ood 
return in hig h beef prices in­ 
stead of on the wheat market. 
The Kansas Crop and Live- 
stiH-k Reporting Service report­ 
ed sorg hum appeared the only 
crop with measurable loss, al­ 
thoug h there was no actual esti­ 
mate of crop damag e 
Ray Hancock, reporting serv­ 
ice spokesman, said there was no 
damag e at all to the wheat crop 
but that corn and soybean es­ 
timates were revised downward 
at the end of .January' to take into 
account the bad fall weather. 
Hancock noted the wheat crop 
was planted before the severe 
weather set in and that \yheat 
g enerally is not affected by 
weather after it is planted 
Spring oats and barley ware a 
different story. As of last week. 
Hancock said, only 7 per cent of 
the Kansas spring oat crop was 
planted, compared with an 
¿IV erag e 33 per cent by this dale 
Barley, he said, was only 9 per 
cent seeded, compared with an 
averag e of 17 per cent 
■ Farmers are behind in pre­ 
paring their spring land for 
seeding , " Hanciwk said, “but 
with modern equipment, it 
doesn t take long for them to 
prepare the soil once it dries 
out." 
In .Mi.ssouri. Glen Peterson, 
marketing dirctor of the 47 .000- 
member state farm bureau, said 
Missouri farmers also were un- 
¿ible to properly fertilize fields 
last fall Fuel shortag es, he .said, 
have affected supplies of fer­ 
tilizer this spring and muddy 
fields have hampered preplan­ 
ting preparations. 
A .severe December ice storm 
in southwest Missouri was espe­ 
cially hard on dairy farmers, 
many of whom were without 
electricity for 10 days 
Cattle perhaps were the prin­ 
cipal victims of the .severe win­

Kllis Freeney of the Okla­

Secondly, paradoxically, even 
some of the labor bosses who

prices contribute to the situation 
by condoning the economic 
w aste of feather bedding . 
Instead of jawboning about this, 
the federal g overnment and the 
states should promptly revise 
their labor-manag ement leg isla­ 
tion, and provide that any union 
which inflates costs by suppor­ 
ting feather bedding . shouW lose 
their privileg es under law. 
Dishonesty Expensive 
Thirdly, while in these days of 
consumerism, it is fa.shionable to 
assume that the customers can 
do no w rong , costs are 
(Ling erously expanded because 
of the dishonesty of a small 
percentag e of patrons. Pilfering 
by kleptomaniacs and dishonest 
customers disg racefully pads 
costs, which are passed along to 
leg itim ate custom ers 
Far 
strong er security measures 
.should be applit‘d 


Fourthly, manag ement’s im­ 
provement of security measures 
should be desig ned also to cut 
down pilfering by dishonest 
employes. 


The patholog y of current 
runaway food prices should be a 
clarion call to take a fresh hard 
look at traditional malpractices 
and economic leaks.

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Se///ng job Said Needed 
To Save Safety 
Program 


By United Press International 
Gov. J. J. Exon's top highway 


safety official said Sunday night 
an intensive "selling job" needs 
to be done among members of 
the Nebraska Legislature in 
order to salvage the ad- 
ministration's highway safety 
program. 


Of the six bills authored by 


Exon's Highway Safety Advisory 
Committee, three have been 
killed, one approved and signed 
into law and two are pending 
legislative action. 


John Sullivan, State Depart- 


ment of Motor Vehicles director, 
acknowledged that some 
senators are "very conscious" 
about traffic safety and are 
"really helping us." 


"There are others we have 


failed to reach," Sullivan said. 
"We haven't gotten our message 
across. That's obvious. We've 
done a bad selling job to con- 
vince them of the seriousness of 
the situation." 


Sullivan also cited a "small 


number" of lawmakers who 
would vote against a highway 
safety measure just because ii 
came from the governor's office 


"Let's just call it a matter of 


personalities," said Sullivan 
who declined to name the 
senators. "It's just obvious at 
times when they exhibit almost 
an irrational jealousy of having a 
strong governor 


"When personalities come to 


play, that's when the highway 
safety program begins to suf- 
fer." Sullivan added. "Whether 
they like it or not, the governor 
is in charge of the highway safe- 
ty program. 


"However, we still come back 


to those senators who don't see 
highway safety as an issue," he 
said in an interview with UPI in 
Omaha. "And that's our fault. 
We have darned good senators 
that we just haven't reached and 
tuned them in." 


During the past 10 years in 


Nebraska, 4,316 persons have 
died and 178,138 have been in- 
jured in traffic mishaps. Alcohol 
was a key factor in at least a 
majority of those accidents, 
Sullivan said, and a bill which 
would have made the blood 
alcohol content tests mandatory 
for drivers involved in fatal ac- 


""cidents was killed by the 


Legislature's Agriculture Com- 
mittee. 


"I think placing it in the 


Agriculture Committee was 
bad move," Sullivan said. "The 
bill had nothing to do with cows 
The committee just didn't un- 
derstand what we were asking 
for at all." 


When the bill was killed 


S u l l i v a n said, ' ' f e d e r a 
authorities just shook their 
heads. They couldn't believe it 
Sixteen other states now have 
legislation of this type." 


Other bills killed by the 


Legislature were one to lower 
the nighttime speed limit back to 
HO miles per hour and another to 
suspend the driver's license for 
HO days on convictions of going 
15 miles per hour above the 
speed limit, or 90 miles per hour 
on the Interstate and 80 miles 
per hour on the state highway 
system. 


State figures show, for exam- 


ple, that since the nighttime 
speed limit was increased in 
1971. fatal accidents have in- 
creased 57'",. fatalities 64'> anc 
injuries 170 in nighttime mis 
haps.

If the court failed to submit a 


suitable probation plan for the 
convicted, which Sullivan said 
would "be very strict and struc- 
tured" the driver's license would 
remain suspended.

The lone bill to be approved 


and signed by Exon is the 
habitual offender law. It would 
revoke a license for three years 
if the driver has been convicted 
of losing his license twice in a 
five year period. 


Sullivan said the state could 


lose 10% of its federal highway 
funds if the U.S. government 
determines Nebraska has a 
below par highway safety 
program. 
' 


"We haven't received any 


direct threat that the govern- 
ment would do this. It's just a 
fact that we live with," Sullivan 
said. "Nebraska by and large has 
moved very well as far as getting 
into line with federal standards. 


"But to obtain a good and 


effective highway safety 
program," he emphasized, "we 
can't have anything less than full 
cooperation 
from 
the 


Legislature."
